SENATE MEMORIAL NO. 1 


Introduced By Committee On Stockgrowing and Grazing, Relative To The Regu- 
lation Of The Packing Industry. 


Whereas, there is pending before the Congress of the United States, Senate 
Bill No. 3944, introduced by Gronna, and Senate Bills by Kendricks and Kenyon, 
and House Bill by Anderson, the purposes of which are to provide transporta- 
tion, storage and marketing facilities for, and to regulate commerce among 
the States in livesock, meats, and other products derived from livestock, or the 
slaughtering of livestock, which we consider to be detrimental to our industry. 

Whereas, regardless of our objections to said bills on the foregoing grounds, 
we believe that the remedy for the abuses of power and inefficient service to 
the public by larger concerns throughout the country lies in strict and broad 
minded supervision, and not in the curtailment of production that might result 
from the delegating of a commission with arbitrary powers. 

Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved, by the Senate of the Seventeenth Legis- 
lative Assembly, the House of Representatives concurring, that we do hereby 
protest against the passage of said Bills, or like legislation tending to create 
any further agitation. 

Be It Further Resolved, that a copy of this Memorial be forwarded by the 
Secretary of State to our Senators and Representatives in Congress, and they 
are urged to use their best efforts to prevent the passage of said Bills.

The Butte Consumers’ League presented the following: 


Butte, Montana, January “th, 921. 
To the Seventeenth Legislative Assembly, Helena, Montana. 
Gentlemen: 

Representative Slattery gave notice of a bill he will introduce to dispose of 
the Montana Trade Commission and the duties conferred upon this Commission 
by bills passed in special session in August, 1919. The bill creating the Trad 
Commission to control profiteering on necessities for the home and the farm wa 
passed by urgent request of consumers, labor, the farmer and the large employ s 
of labor, and no request has been made by these persons or by the press 
the State to nullify this law. In behalf of the consumer of the State who is 
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suffering from just as unfair prices as at any time during the war, we ask that 
‘any measure to dispose of the Montana Tr ade Commission and its function be 
killed. 

A suit was brought in the United States Court last January to test the 
-eonstitutionality of the law creating the Trade Commission and this suit was 
brought by the Merchants’ Association. A decision as to the constitutionality 
of this law will come out of the United States Supreme Court in March and if 
an adverse decision is ‘given by this tribunal, we will abide by same, In the 
meantime, we fee] that a bill introduced to nullify the law to curb profiteeer- 
ing is class legislation, not in accord with the wishes of any portion of the 
“people but the Merchants’ Association of the State (now in session at Helena). 

The law, as well as the splendid service rendered by the High Cost of Liv- 

ing Investigating Committee out of the last session, and also the co-operation 
of the Montana ‘Trade Commission in behalf of the consumer has received the 
commendation of the people and the press of the State. We will ask that this 
communication be read to the members of the House and that each and every 
member will give careful consideration to nullifying the bill creating a com- 
mission to control profiteering, passed at the urgent request of the large em- 
ployer, labor, the farmer and the housewife. If each and ev ery legislator will 
inquire as to the sentiment of his constituents before voting on this measure, 
the bill as passed will stand until a decision is rendered by the United States 
Supreme Court. 
As many members of your body have probably read in trade journals dur- 
ing December, the National Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Association are 
centering their power, finance and influence to keep any laws from being passed 
in Montana or Indiana against profiteering and to nullify any laws that are 
now in effect to curb profiteering in Montana and Indiana. The Montana Trade 
Commission has been unable to function in behalf of the consumer because of 
the injunction seeured by the Merchants’ Association, but have been able to 
give information from time to time during the vear through the free space ac- 
corded them by the press that at least put the consumer on his guard. The 
press of this State is to be specially commended for the space given in their 
publications advising of declines, markets, etc.,which information added to the know- 
ledge ot the consumer, even though the disturber protected the other members of 
lis particular association by keeping up: the price.

At the 
meeting of the Butte Wioman’s Council yesterday, we discussed the action of 
Senator Slattery in introducing a Bill to annul the Montana Trade Commission 
and its power to control ‘profiteering in the State of Montana. ! 
The Woman's Council is advised through the Trade Commission’s Reports | 
the Supreme Court of the United States has under consideration the right of 
the Trade Commission to control this profiteering, and that the Supreme Court 
will hand down its decision early in March, therefore the eight thousand women | 
represented in the Woman’s Council urge you to indefinitely postpone action *on 
said Bill introduced by Senator Slattery.

With these facts in mind, the Woman’s Council appeals to you as members 
of the Legislature, sent thereto to protect the producers and the consumers of 
Montana, to vote against any measure or measures tending to nullify © 
laws restricting profiteering.

| We, your special committee appointed to investigate State institutions, 
jg leave to report as follows: 


STATE HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE, WARM SPRINGS. | 

On January 15 and 16 we yisited the State Hospital for the Insane and 
lispected the grounds and buildings. The grounds and buildings we found to 
> in good state of repair, but everywhere the congestion was very apparent. 
1 many places we found three patients where there should have been one. 
his was particularly noticeable in the women’s dormitory. Many of the rooms 
lhowed beds so closely crowded that it was impossible to have a table or 
chair by the bedside. The interior of the buildings was noticeably clean an‘ 
ell kept. The patients were apparently well taken care of, that is, properly 
‘othed and fed. Upon making inquiry we found that the cost per day -per 
erson during the past two years was $1.10. This when compared with other 
‘ates, for instance, Wyoming, shows that the maintenance has been kept at 

reasonable figure. ° 4 

We found about 60 head of work horses and a few head of young stock, 
nd 68 mileh cows. The 68 cows give 220 gallons of milk per day which is 
afficient to supply the patients with good wholesome milk. This milk is all 
sed at the institution, contrary to a rumor that some of it was being shipped 
9 outside markets. : 

We particularly noticed the very efficient Fire Department, which is well 
quipped and organized and has given very excellent service, the credit for which 
s chiefly due to our State Fire Marshal, 

Inquiry into the purchasing of supplies, namely, food, clothing, hospital 
quipment and supplies, disclosed that the buying was done mostly by contrac! 
nd that usually a very fair price is obtained. 

Recommendations: We recommend that the following buildings be con-

STATE TUBERCULOSIS SANITARIUM, GALEN. 4 | 


On January 16 we inspected the State Tuberculosis Sanitarium at Galer 
The buildings, erounds and farm were in a very well kept condition, Tnguir 
of patients as to their care, food, ete., showed them very well pleased. We wer 
impressed with the gener ‘ally high standard of the attendants, nurses and othe, 
employes throughout the institution. 

A new hospital building with 50 beds has been completed and will be ;. 
when money is available to take care of the maintenance. We highly recommen 
that funds for this purpose be allowed at the earliest possible date. 

Xecommendations: We recommend that a two-story addition be buil 
to the present dining room—the first floor to be used as a dining room an} 
recreation hall, the second story as a dormitory for additional help. | 

Also that a new heating plant be installed at a cost of approxim 
410,000, for the reason that the present heating plant, which consists of 
high and one low pressure boiler has been condemned as insufficient and unsaf\ 





STATE PRISON, DEER LODGE 


On January 17 we visited the State Prison at Deer Lodge. We find 1 
institution to be a very sanitary condition. At the present time there are a 
250 inmates, which is a very low figure compared with former years, du 
the new parole system. 

Xecommendations: We recommend that all clothing for the inmates 0 
all State institutions be made by the inmates of the State Prison, where pos 
sible from cloth manufactured by the Montana Wool Growers’ Associatior 
This can be done at a very low cost. It would be necessary for the Stat e t| 
furnish a cutter at a good salary, who would be the only salaried person ¢On, 
nected with the making of such garments. 





SCHOOL FOR DEAF AND BLIND, BOULDER. 


On January 18 we visited the School for the Deaf and Blind at Boulde 
which also has a department for the feeble-minded. We found the systole 
management exceedingly satisfactory, but the physical needs of the plant % 
very great. Much of the furniture in the administration building has been me 
by the pupils of the institution, and .the work done in the mechanical and 
departments is of a very high grade, when the character of the pupils is ta 
into consideration. 

We find that there are approximately 200 students now at the school an 
a waiting list of approximately 500. The needs of the institution with reg 
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+) new buildings are governed by the additional applications, This large 
aiting list is composed of feeble-minded and backward list children; the blind, 
jeaf and dumb are kept on the waiting list only a very short period, being 
yen preference. We strongly recommend the additional buildings requested 
}: the budget in order to take care of as many as possible on the waiting list. 
We would also recommend that many of the inmates now at. this institu- 
ton should be committed to the State Hospital for the Insane, were it not 
mw the crowded condition at the latter institution. 

We also recommend the purchase of an additional farm, consisting of 800 
eres, 500 of which can be irrigated and has a prior water right, upon which 
farm the Superintendent has an option, which runs until the adjournment of 
he present legislature and which option names a very reasonable price.

Mr. Speaker: January 31, 1920 

We, your Committee delegated by the House and Senate to inves 
Fort Assinniboine, beg leave to report as follows: 

Fort Assinniboine was built in 1870 by the Government of the 
States as one of the frontier posts to hold the Indians in restraint. The 
ings were added to from time to time as the number of troops was ine 
and the discoveries in sanitation and hygiene were put in use. The sewer sy tel 
water systems and buildings, for hospital, gymnasium and_ social recmany 
were all installed later. 

Elaborate heating plants were installed and the whole place brought a 
solutely up to date between the period of the closing of the Spanish- Americ: 
War and the abandonment of the Post as a station for troops. é: 

When it was definitely decided to abandon Fort Assinniboine by the | 
Department some of the far-seeing and progressive men of Havre and Nortl 
Montana, led by the Hon. C. F. Morris, realizing the large sums which ha DF 
recently been spent, the substantial manner in which all “the buildings ha 
constructed and feeling that the salvage value of this property would be 1 
insignificant, undertook to have this property transferred over to the Sta 
Montana, together with some two thousand acres of land, for the purpo 
establishing a manual ‘Training and Agricultural School to serve the vast 
pire of northern Montana. 

This far-sighted and forward looking policy on the part of these 
citizens is greatly to be commended, for it has resulted in securing for the 
of Montana this splendid property having a present value of over a 
dollars. 

Fort Assinniboine is situated upon the south side of Beaver Creek 0 
broad level bench. The railroad station of Assinniboine is about one mile fF 
the Fort and would be the point from which passengers and freight would 
rive or depart in connection with the Fort in case the buildings were 
again brought into use by the State, 
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The location of these buildings might be considered bleak by some people 
he have been accustomed to living in large cities or huddled in among the 
ountain valleys of our state, but to the inhabitants of the great plains and 
‘ateau regions east of the Rocky Mountains, the view and location is good. 
lhe view to the east to the pine clad Bear Paws relieves the monotony of the 
| ndseape and offers an opportunity for the enjoyment of mountain scenery 
jthin easy reaching distance if such change is desired. 

Your Committee is of the opinion that about eighteen or twenty of the 
ast buildings could be used for a branch of our State Insane Hospital with a 
‘reat saving to the State. ‘These buildings, if built today, would cost to con- 
| sruct nearly a million dollars, while. the expense of repairing same would be 
ss than sixty thousand dollars. This would give ample room for five hundred 
‘atients, besides the attendants, and if crowded together as closely as they are 
[t Warm Springs at the present time, would house a thousand patients. In 
ne remaining twenty-five or thirty buildings there are several that could be 
spaired and used to good advantage if necessary to enlarge the institution. 

We find that there is sufficient water for domestic use and to irrigate 
|nd beautify the grounds, and possible to irrigate twenty or thirty acres of gar- 
en. It is possible, however, that more could be irrigated, but as all of the 
ermal flow of Beaver Creek is appropriated by the farmers who have a large 
itch diverting same from this stream, it would be necessary to find storage 
or flood waters, which is an engineering feat that we did not look into. 
| We are also of the opinion that if a branch of the Insane Hospital is 
neated at this point it would in no way interfere with the dry land experiment 
arm now located at this place as there would be sufficient buildings, and at 
east fifteen hundred acres of good dry farm land that could be used for this 
xperiment. 
The buildings are ample, the site suitable, the expense of putting such of 
he buildings, as would be required at the present time in suitable condition 
or occupancy, is small. The present condition of the finances of the state and 
he normal increase in unfortunates which is to be expected as our population 
wows, would indicate that the state will be required to appropriate hundreds 
thousands of dollars within the next four years to care for these people. 
: With property belonging to the State at Fort Assiniboine worth one and 
jt half or two million dollars, it is the recommendation of your committee that 
his property be used and these vast sums saved to the taxpayers of the state 
n the years to come. ‘ 
We also submit herewith report of Mr. James MacCalman, builder and archi- 
| ect, who made an inspection of the buildings and grounds, and whose estimate 
his committee believes to be fair and reasonable.

REPORT MADE BY THE DIRECTION OF THE SEVENTEENTH LEGISLA- 
TIVE ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF MONTANA, 


Regarding certain buildings at Fort. Assinniboine, Hill County, located about 
eight miles from the city of Havre, for the purpose of using such buildings for 
the care of a part of the insane wards of the State: 

A two day’s examination of this large concern does not justify us in giving 
detailed figures that cover every item connected with housing about 600 people 
and comprises about 150,000 square feet of flooring. Sufficient accuracy has, 
however, been attained to justify us in submitting to you the following state- 
ments, and that a nucleus of an institution for the Insane can be formed at 
the Fort that will be entirely satisfactory. 

There are about fifty (50) buildings in all, that are good, comprising the 
‘Fort. All have been built between the years 1879 and 1911, local brick having 
‘been used in their construction. They were all built in a substantial and 
| thorough manner— consequently they are in a fairly good condition, except 
‘lp ad of the roofs where the shingles have decayed. As they have been va-

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cant now for over eleven years, with no caretaker to look after the proper, 
consideration of the movable articles, especially plumbing, heating and wate 
tures, have been taken away, removed or broken, 

The Federal Government spent about $2,000,000.00 on the Fort. The F) 
is built in a rectangular form, covering about 30 acres inside the square. ae 
whole is built in ite unit form of separate buildings. All have been heated © 
steam, each having its own plant. It is impossible to give an accurate fig) 
on the cost of putting the steam heating plant into working order, but I thi, 
the figures I submit for your consideration will be ample to make the heg ty 
satisfactory for the number of patients that Dr. Scanland thinks ought ~ 
taken care of, namely: 500 inmates and ten per cent (10%) increase for fi 
years at least. 4 | 

There is pr actically no water av ilehie for irrigation or domestic purpos 
except what is pumped from the ground. There are about 50 driven wel. 
from part of which water has been ‘pumped by a centrally located plant, into 
steel tank placed about 60 feet high above ground, having a capacity of abe) 
60,000 gallone of water. The condition of this piping system is difficult to q 
termine, as the pump has been removed, but the gravity system can be repair 
and used as formerly at a figure that will not be prohibitive. Plastering, pair 
ing and shingling will cost the most in all the buildings, with a system of Wi) 
fencing around the property that is to be used. 

We are advised by Dr. Scanland that the rectangular form of location | 
buildings makes this system very desirable for institutional purposes. Four lar 
dormitories of 200 feet length each, and two stories high, having 15,000 squa) 
feet of floor in each of the four units, face the south side of the square.

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~} That the experience of states having these laws is not encouraging, as they 

‘vent the adopting of business plans to changing conditions. 

That practically every independent company, organized in Montana, and 

‘ling for oil in good faith, would be put out of business for a long time, if 
permanently by a blue sky law such as that now proposed, 

| That independent companies cannot ordinarilly operate under the plans now 

|posed; so that consequently, the large operators, who obtain funds from the 
fits of their business, and not from public subscription, would have absolute 

‘er over the situation, and could hold back the development of Montana oil 
many years, as a future reserve for their refineries, 

Also, that if independent companies cannot drill, there will be no crude oil 
a ilable for independent refineries, and none will be built. 

4 That the law now proposed gives the State Auditor enormous powers, con- 
tly to the spirit of the institutions, laws, and constitution of the State; such 
yers, in fact, as might cause great corruption and build up a sinister political 
chine. 
| Also, that under this law, inspectors and geologists of the commission 
yiuld have arbitrary power utterly to ruin companies and individuals engaged 
iil and other mineral development. 

We earnestly recommend, that the Legislative Assembly pass no Blue Sky 
jv, especially in the present early stage of oil development within the state: 
that simple and more necessary matters receive attention, as follows: 
1. That pipe lines be made common earriers, with favorable use of the 
it of eminent domain.

0 so with reluctance, inasmuch as the bill gives additional power to the 
y General for the better enforcement of the laws against the illegal traf- 
itoxicating liquors. With that purpose I am in full sympathy. 
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In my message to you at the beginning of the Legislative Session, I ure 
such action at your bands. ‘The bill in question covers not only the matter 
illegal trafic in intoxicating liquors, but the whole moral and criminal code. \ 
only can special agents without limit be employed, but, “Any other person” 
persons may be authorized and employed to “make investigations for the purpo 
of procuring evidence of violations of all laws.” Under its provisions, not o1 
“special agents” but ‘“‘any other person” is given authority to serve warrants | 
arrest, to make search and seizure, and “shall have the same power and author} 
as possessed by sheriffs and other peace officers.” 

These plenary powers may be given to any person without bond or oath 
office. 

Under the provisions, a system of espionage can ‘be established that cou 
rival the stories of the Spanish Inquisition itself. Surely no such far-reachi 
powers were ever included in legislative action. 

Substitute for House Bill No. 54, dealing with the matter of the suppr 
sion of illicit traffic in liquor, has passed your body and is now ready for acti! 
in the Senate. As a matter of legislative action, | would point out that a mol 
fied form of substitute for House Bill No. 75 can be attached to Substitute ff 
Tlouse Bill No. 54 as additional sections of that bill. of 

The same forces that gave majority to Substitute for Tlouse Bill No. 75 } 
both House and Senate can easily, if they so desire, take immediate action, | 

It has been pointed out that Substitute for House Bill No. 75 does nv 
comply with the provisions of section 23 of article V of the Constitution, whi! 
provides that but one subject shall be clearly expressed in the title of the bill. | 

I doubt if the title of the bill, which refers only to ‘‘special agents” giv 
any intimation of the powers given to appoint any number of “persons” with t| 
full powers and authorities of sheriffs and all other peace officers, who are e! 
powered to act without bond or even being required to take the constitution 
oath required for all “officers” entrusted with such far-reaching powers and j 
sponsibility. 

T doubt whether it is ever wise, politic or moral, to do the unwise and da} 
gerous thing in order to accomplish a good purpose. ‘The old doetrime, on;

CONSIDERATION OF MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR AND SENAT! 


March 3, 1921. 
The Speaker, House of Representatives, Helena, Montana. 7 | 

T return herewith House Bill No. 280, “An Act to amend Chapter 86, / 
the Session Laws of the Fifteenth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montan 
prohibiting gambling games and providing for the playing of certain games fi 
amusement and pastime, and the use in places of business of trade stimulato! 
upon the payment of a license to the State of Montana; and providing penal 
for the violation thereof,’ without by approval and with my objections there 

The Act in question repeals the present anti-gambling laws of Montana, ¢« 
far as the playing of certain games of chance therein enumerated are concerne 
provided the stakes are paid in merchandise. 

The Act further repeals the present provisions of the amti-gambling law 
1915, which prescribed “punch boards’ along with slot machines and games ¢ 
chance, 

For the first mentioned waiver of the present anti-gambling law, the State 
Montana is to receive the sum of ten dollars license fee for each table, and f¢ 
the second waiver as to “punch boards” the sum of twenty-five dollars per annuy 
from the proprietor of each pool hall and cigar store desiring to engage in t 
business. | 

I have received many telegrams and personal calls, urging me to sign th 
bill in question. The argument largely used is to the effect that the law is no 
being violated daily in several towns and cities of the State, and that in one 4 
more cities the proprietors of some poo! halls and cigar stores are compelled { 
pay “hush money” to certain officials for protection in running the games. 


It is urged that it would be better to allow the State to receive the reveut) 
than that it should go into the pockets of corrupt officials for the protection th 
given. 

I have also received a few leters in protest, the contents of one of whic 
I now quote for your edification : 

“In regard to this bill, I wish to say that being in the business of CO) 
ducting a billiard parlor of the better type, this would only be an opening weds 
for ithe gamblers, and that if we wish to continue in the busi«ess, we must Tru 
it according to law and decency. 






“Should this bill become a law, a future legislature will put us out of bus 
ness altogether for allowing young people to congregate for the purpose of playin 
ecards for stakes.

Ww amet with an Ae a of. bills covering ae, Ww hole gamut af legislative 
tion by the individual proposals from a combined membership of one hundre 
sixty-three legislators, I was of the belief that better work might be done a 
more intelligent conclusions arrived at in a few days of special session, whe 
our work is limited to the consideration of these matters only. 

I want first to congratulate you on the amount of real constructive legi 
lation that was accomplished under the tremendous demand for time for tl 
proper consideration of seven hundred bills that were introduced at the reguld 
session. Of this great number, you finally passed three hundred fifty-seven, ¢ 
which two hundred nineteen came to my desk during the last two days of tl 
session and one hnndred forty-seven on the last legislative day.

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In confirmation of this fear on my part that grievous mistakes might have 
mn made in some of these important measures that were enacted at the regu- 
session, | have found, since the issuance of the proclamation calling you into 
ra session, that the bill to declare the oil pipe lines common carriers and 
ing them under the jurisdiction of the Railroad Commission is fatally de- 
jive. Section 11 of the bill will absolutely eliminate from the jurisdiction of 
‘he Montana Railroad Commission any oil pipe line that is or may be con- 
) structed in this State that passes over any acre of public land, 
| Asa practical matter, no pipe line will be constructed that will not at some 
int in the line pass over publie lands. The law as passed by you at the regu- 
ar session defeats the very purpose intended. Under its provisions every oil 
oducer in Montana will be at the mercy of the pipe line owners. 

This matter is so urgent and important to the independent oil operators 
t I cannot too strongly urge upon you the importance of enacting a law that 
make all pipe lines common carriers and brought under the jurisdiction of 
Montana Railroad Commission. ;

Mtates in German Alliance Ins. Co. v. Kansas, 233 U. S. 404, and all public ser- 
He corporations. Perhaps this unsound discrimination between corporations is 
i ugh in and of itself to condemn the act as violative of the equal protection 
bause of the 14th amendment, 
3. Other fundamental defects might be pointed out, particularly the ab- 
pare of any efficient system of examination of companies, of any provision for 
“curing the accountants and experts necessary to administer the act, and of an 
lf opriation for such administration, or at least the right to charge proper 
is Ninistrative expenses against the fees collected, but it is enough now to say 
a comparison of this act with its antecedents, or purported antecedents.

It was my judgment that these things could be accomplished now, while wé 
are already assembled at the seat of government, rather than by calling you int¢ 
special session at a later date, when we would be confronted with a heavy charg: 
of seven thousand dollars for mileage, 

‘There are some matters of serious importance to the state that it was im 
possible for the whole legislative body to investigate with that degree of patien 
research that is necessary in the enactment of laws, which I am confident woul 
have met with the approval of the majority of the legislature, had the individua 
members had the time to have investigated all the facts in the case. 

There are other matters not included in the proclamation, which I may fee 
it my duty to present for your consideration, should the session be not pro 
tracted to such ia length as to forbid my doing so. 

In the first place, I want to call to your earnest attention the serious condi 
tion of the state treasury, notwithstanding the revenue measures recently e 
acted. 

The Auditor’s office informs me that on February 28th, there was an over 
draft on the general fund of $2,154,590. This does not include the heayy defi 
ciency claims allowed by you during the last two days of the Session, aggregat 
ing more than $400,000 additional. 

A statement was given to the press two or three days before the adjourn) 
ment of the regular session by the Chairman of the Senate Finance Committed 
purporting to show that the new revenue measures which you have enacte| 
would yield this year approximately $2,457,000 and for the year 1922 approx) 
mately $2,732,000. This statement has been published in most: of the daily news| 
papers of the state and pointed to in editorial utterances as an unanswerabl) 
argument that the state is now endowed with overwhelming revenues for liqu) 
dating its present indebtedness.. : 

As a matter of fact, the revenues from all these new measures will prot 
ably not exceed $580,000 for the current year, and may not exceed $750,000 fc 
1922 

In the aforesaid “financial statement” the sum of $1,071,000 was include 
from “income tax,” yet the income tax bill was defeated. 


In this “financial statement,” the revenue from the oil tax was figured ¢ 
$145,000, based on a three per cent tax, which was reduced to one per cent. 


There has been so much misinformation as to the probable revenue from tl) 
oil tax, that I submit the following figures as to the real probable revenue th 
will be produced from a one per cent tax: 


The present approximate production of 4,000 barrels per day at $2 per ba! 
rel, on a one per cent basis, would yield $80 per day, or $29,200 for the year. 


If the development should increase to 20,000 barrels per day, the enti 
revenue would only amount to $146,000 per annum, one-half of which onl 
$73,000, would go into the general fund. if 

Instead of the metals tax yielding $250,000 for the siikroitt year, as set for | 
in the statement printed in the newspapers, a careful investigation reveals tl 
fact that for the current year it cannot exceed $60,000, and may fall considerab! 
under that amount. 
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With the closest economy possible, the present indebtedness will probably 

approximate $3,300,000 by tax-paying time next November, less the estimated 
mount that will be derived from the gasoline, coal and mines taxes. 

_ The cement tax bill I was compelled to veto for the reason that I felt that 

{che act imposed an excessive rate of license tax on this industry, as compared 

vyith the other license tax measures. 

| I confess that my conclusion was arrived at from the wholly inadequate in- 

‘formation now available. ; 3 

, In all these important matters of revenue and taxation, Montana has, as yet, 

jorovided little or no machinery for acquiring the information that is so neces- 

sary for taking intelligent action. But with the conviction on my part that it is 
is unjust to tax the big corporations in an unfair way as it would be to tax a 

jsmall individual in an unfair way, I had no other recourse left than that of | 

oing the act imposing the special tax on cement plants. 

|| I feel that you can now remedy the matter in a way that will be fair both 

\io the state and the cement companies. 


INHERITANCE TAX, 


In my message to you at the opening of the regular session, I called your 
ention to an inheritance tax, which all modern theories of taxation recognize 
the fairest of all taxes levied for the support of government. This form of 
ation only takes from the person who never shed one drop of sweat or per- 
ormed any act in the accumulation of the wealth that only is inherited by him 
lander the protection of government. 

JI particularly called your attention to the inheritance tax law of Wisconsin, 
hich is acknowledged by most students of the subject as the outstanding scien- 
e type of an inheritance tax law. This law was worked out thru a series of 
pars by the Wisconsin Tax Commission. In its present form, it has been inter- 
reted by the courts, which avoids the danger of judicial interpretation of any 
te inheritance tax law that we might enact. It contains the two basic funda- 
nental principles of a just inheritance tax in this: 

_ First. It recognizes the graded form of the tax in its application to the 
mall and large estates, 

Second. It recognizes the further fundamental theory that inheritance 
i axes should be paid to the state itself for the benefit of all of the people of the 
fate, rather than to the immediate county in which the decedent resided. 


Any inheritance tax law that sone! not recognize these two fundamental 
| pr ‘inciples is defective. 


| A bill following the Wisconsin law was prepared and introduced in the 

House, but, unfortunately the Committee on Taxation substituted, as they 
‘th ought, “the California law.” As an added proof of the impossibility of a legis- 
| lative body, on its own initiative, working out scientific schedules of taxation, 
‘th is so-called “California law” was passed “by the House under the belief that it 
i as a real inheritance tax law. As a matter of fact, the law in question was an 
jeld antiquated form of an inheritance tax law that had produced no results, and 
Which the California legislature had repealed some years ago. Fortunately, the 
error was discovered in time by the Senate Committee on “Taxation. That com- 
mittee did write in several amendments to the old “California law,” but as the 
Measure was finally enacted, it falls far short of a real inheritance tax law, as 
is now provided for in Minnesota, Colorado, New York, Massachusetts, and forty 
ae other progressive states. 


Under the Wisconsin law, as proposed in my message to you at the regular 

session, the State of Montana would have reaped a perpetual source of income 
from the estates of decedents who lived outside of Montana. Under its provis- 

ons, we would have collected probably more than one hundred thousand dollars 

al nually from foreign residents, who own stock in the great corporations whose 
roperty investments are in this state. 


Under this provision of the Wisconsin law, the estate of the late James 4. 
ill paid as an inheritance tax on his, at that time, small holdings in the stock 
‘the Great Northern Railway about six thousand dollars, a portion of that rail- 
ad line being within the State of Wisconsin, If the Wisconsin law had been in 
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effect in Montana at the time of the death of Mr. Hill, the same proportion o 
the Great Northern Railway holdings in this state would have given Montan 
about twenty-five thousand dollars. As it was, Montana received not a singl) 
penny. 
This same rule would apply to all holders of stock in the three great trans} 
continental railroad lines that run thru owr state, the Great Northern, the Nor 
thern Pacific and the Milwaukee Railroads. It would also apply to any foreigi 
holdings of stock in the Anaconda Mining Company, the Montana Power Com! 
pany, and all other industrial corporations whose property interests are a par) 
of the resources of Montana. 
The Wisconsin law also provides against an avoidance of the inheritane 
tax by the transfer of property at any time within six years prior to death. 
recall an estate of great’ magnitude in this state that entirely escaped any inheri4 
tance tax whatever because the decedent had made legal transfr of his property 
a few months prior to his death. 
I sincerely hope that you may find it compatible with your judgment tc / 
enact at this special session the Wisconsin inheritance tax lww for Montana! 
its enactment would bring real relief to the over-burdened taxpayers of this | 
state. 
To show you how unfair would be the working * of an inheritance tax la 
sich as you have just passed, which gives to the county where the decedent 
may die, or the foreign stockholder has to make his returns on-corporation fax, 
40 per cent of the entire revenue collected, I will cite you the records of lasi 
year. 
Under the present so-called inheritance tax law of this State, foreign resi 
dents do make a very small tax return on stock transfers held in the Anaconda: 
Copper Mining Company. This is for the reason that it is a Montana corpora- 
tion, all the other corporations just mentioned being incorporated in other states 
Last year there was collected under our present inheritance tax law from 
all sources, including transfer of stocks owned by non-resident decedenfs, ap- 
proximately $72,000. Of this amount, the state received 60 per cent, $44,000. 
‘Lhe counties received 40 per cent, $28,000. But the total of $72,000 thus eol- 
lected from all sources, both residents and non-residents, the tax on transfer 0 
stocks of the Montana corporations, 95 per cent of which was from the Ama- 
conda Copper Mining Company alone, amounted to about $30,000. On stock transfers 
the state received $23.400. Deer Lodge County -received $14,800. All of the other 
53 counties of Montana received $800. . 


Properties of the Anaconda Company, such as mines, timber lands, 
lands, railroads, smelters, ete., are situated. in many counties of the state. 
mere fact that the home office of the Company was in Deer Lodge county turned 
$14,800 of this amount into the county treasury of that county, with only $800) 
scattered through the other 53 counties of the state. 


Oli aX: 


In my message to you at the regular session, I urged the extreme importance) 
of the State of Montana taking a proper toll from the development of its great) 
natural resource in mineral oil. Following the yard stick of measurement used 
in Oklahoma, I suggest three per cent of the gross returns froin the oil wells, 
This seemed to me a fair tax for the reason that the person or corporation that} 
drilled a well and found no oi] would not be penalized for any tax, while for the} 
person or corporation that was successful in finding oil, the three per cent pro- | 
posed would in reality be a bagatelle. 


All of us are aware of the oil lobby that has been present in Helena, pro- 
testing against the three per cent: levy and suggesting that the whole matter 
be left open until the regular session two years from this time. The argument 
has been made both by individuals and through newspapers, that an infant in-| 
dustry would be killed should Montana demand this small pittance from its own 
oil resources to build up the common school fund of the state. The argument has 
also been advanced by persons and newspapers that Montana will receive 37 1-2) 
per cent of the amount of royalty collected by the federal government from that) 
portion of Montana’s oil sands, the title to which was retained ky the federal! 
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bvernment. It is also urged that the staate will.receive 12 1-2 per cent royalty 
oon its own lands which have been leased for oil development. They forget that 

ve 12 1 /2 per cent provided for in the lease of State lands is exactly the same 
yoyalty paid private owners, 
The oil tax proposed to you at the beginning of the regular session was not 
the nature of a royalty, but in the nature of a specific license tax applicable 
9 all oil production, for the benefit of the public school fund of Montana. 
I am satisfied that in order to avoid the constitutional mandate that ali 
anse fees must be levied with equal regularity, the only safe plan is to levy 
flat license tax on oil production alike, whether it be from state-owned lands, 
ivately owned lands or where the oil rights were retained by the federal gov- 
rnimet. 
The House of Representatives passed the bill fixing the rate at three per 
t on the gross output, but the Senate amendment reduced the rate to one 
‘ cent. ‘Ths same session of the Legislature fixed a license fee of four per 
| gent on the gross proceeds of express companies. Our present statute takes two 
) per cent of the gross receipts of life insurance companies, where the money has 
een paid in to protect the widows and orphans. Surely this Legislature should 
not finaily adjourn without at least doubling the license fee for oil production, 
fhich will then only equal the amount we now take from our life insurance pre- 
ums each year for the support of state government. In saying this, I am fur- 
x aware of the fact that a great number of persons and newspapers, repre- 
| senting the oil interests, will again protest most strenuously against increasing 
the one per cent tax, but I am sure that the people of this state will ratify your 
| action in increasing the amount now fixed with an overwhelming voice, I cannot 
mt feet that we-would all be derelict in our duty in preserving to the children 
f this state their heritage to the public schools this small portion of one of our 
atural resources that will soon be exhausted forever. Notwithstanding all state- 
ments to the contrary, this license tax on oil will not stop a single drill tap for 
‘the development of the industry. 
1) 5 On authority of ‘several reputable business men of Billings, who were pres- 
ent and heard the statement made, I now assert: 
~ That on last Saturday noon, in the tea room of The Northern Hotel in 
| that city. the chief of the oil lobby, who, I understand, is closely connected with 

ne of the larger oil interests and who has spent much time here in Helena during 
| the regular session in active lobbying against the bill to levy a license tax on oil 
| production for the benefit of the common school fund of the state, said in sub- 
| stance to them: 
“In order to defeat the proposed three per cent rate on oil, I 
> arranged a trade with the opponents of the tax commission bill

. This action on the part of this man, if true, constitutes the crime of bribery, 
“under the criminal code of this state. 
Section 8199 provides: 

“very person who corruptly solicits directly or indirectly the 

official action of any member of the legislative assembly or of 

any public officer of the state, or of any municipal division thereof, 

is guilty of the occupation and practice of solicitation of bribery, and 

is punishable in the state prison not less than one nor more than 

ten years.” 
I respectfully refer this matter to the attention of the County Attorney of 
| Lewis and Clark county and to the Attorney General of the State for such ac- 
ion as they shall find proper. 


ABOLISHING JUDGESHIPS. 
This special session can save to the state during the ensuing quadrennium 
$80,000, probably five times the cost of the special session, by taking immediate 
tion in regard to abolishing one of the three judgeships in the Fourth Judicial 
District and one of the two judgeships in the Fifth Judicial District. From 
what I believe to be a real knowledge of the condition in both of these districts, 
his action should be taken at ‘this time. 
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I sincerely hope the special session will not adjourn and force me to ap| 
point a second and wholly unnecessary judge in the Fifth District, the omissior 
of which action alone will cost Montana $40,000 during the four-year term foi) 
which judges are elected, . 


TUBERCULOSIS SANTPARIUM. 


The anual economic waste from tuberculosis in Montana, at a most eon. 
servative estimate, ‘approximates one and three-fourths millions” is the state, 
ment of the general manager of the Montana Life Insurance company, 

The State Board of Health estimated that there are no less than five thou- 
sand Montanans actively infected with tuberculosis, hundreds of whom can _ bx 
saved to useful citizenship if supplied with timely aid and advice. 

For your information regarding the urgent needs of the Tuberculosis Sani 
tarium at Galen, I herewith. submit a letter addressed to me by Doctor Vidal 
the superintendent : 

“Galen, Montana, March 5, 1921. 
Ilion. J. M. Dixon, Governor, State of Montana, Helena, Montana. 
Dear Governor Dixon: 

*“As the question of the Galen appropriation is at present a matter of legis 
lative consideration, I have thought it best at this time to submit to you my) 
views on the situation, based wpon an experience gained as superintendent of the 
institution for the past two years. 

“Galen, due to the opening of the new hospital this week, is increasing its 
capacity eighty per cent. For the months of March, April, May and June of 
this year, House Bill No. 176 provides $22,469 for salaries and expenses of| © 
cperation as against $28,333 for similar periodg during the past two years, The 
increase paid by counties of $2 per week for seventeen weeks on a capacity basis) 
adds $4,692 to this sum, but even with this addition it only totals $27,161. Hence 
the institution is supposed to function for four months with an eighty per cen 
inerease in capacity for $1,162 less money. This is obviously an impossible sit-} 
uation. ‘} 

“House Bill 391 provides for the year July 1, 1921, to July 1, 1922, the sum! 
of $95,000 for maintenance and the sum of $5,000 for building. For the year 
1922-23 the sum of $95,000 for maintenance and $15,000 for building. 

“These maintenance appropriations provide an adequate sum for the mere ex-) 
istence of Galen for the period stated. The building appropriations are sufficient 
to provide the accomodation required for the added help that completed ex- 
pansion calls for. | 

“Galen, as an:‘institution, cannot be allowed to stand still. An appropria-) 
tion that provides for its bare existence, as does the present one,-must in the’ 
final analysis mean retrogression. As the matter at present stands, sufficient 
money has been provided for existence only. No provisions have been made for' 
any form of amusement or recreation. No added kitchen and dining room fa-| 
cilities are allowed. We can worry along on the present ones, but they are old, 
insanitary and act continually as a major handicap for efficiency. 

“Tt should be borne in mind that the tubercular sufferer is, by reason of his’ 
affliction, a constant prey to morbid discontent. It might almost be said that) 
the disease is mental as well as physical. Treatment of the mind by means of 
rational amusement and recreation, is essentially necessary in order to secure} 
good results. A temporary wave of discontent at present prevalent among the} 
- patients, is directly traceable to our lack of amusement facilities. A fine moving) 

picture machine, the gift of private benevolence, has only a temporary home in 
a small dining room. 
_ “A very splendid library, gathered together with much effort by the womed| 
of the state, and now numbering over two thousand volumes, has to be housed 
in the disused furnace room of the old hospital building. The appropriation asked) 
for magazines and periodicals could not be allowed. The appropri for 
religious services was reduced from $100 to $25. 

These specific instances are given to show the handicap under whieh we will 
be compelled to function. The only proper accommodation that we have for 
- women is that provided by the Walsh Memorial Building. Seventy-five per 
cent of the construction cost of this building was borne by private individuals. 
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“Most important of all, however, is the fact that with the money now avyail- 

, we will be able to make any provision for the care of children. Not 
reek passes but Galen receives requests, often pathetic, that some suffering 

Id be sent to us for care. There has been over twenty such since the first of 

‘ie year, but to all there is no alternative but a refusal. General hospitals do 

jot want these cases. Where are they to go In this connection I quote from 
tter of the State Epidemiologist, Dr. John J. Sippy, a copy of which is en- 

ysed for reference.

“There are upwards of 500 cases of active tuberculosis among children im 
Montana. Are they to be refused their chance for escape from chronic invalidism 


' “The tuberculosis problem is not an ordinary problem of contagious disease. 
js to a great extent a social problem. a problem of good wages, good hours, 
working conditions and good homes. No better contribution to the public 
)yelfare can be made. no better remedy for discontent can be found, than for 
he State to expend adequate amounts in the care and study of this disease. The 
fanitarium must ever be the hub of our anti-tubercular activities. Results ob- 
there cannot be altogether measured in terms of dollars and cents. They 


“T am enclosing the copies of data bearing on the incidence of tuberculosis 
the state, together with estimates of its economic cost. 

“Tn summary, I would ask that our capital expenditures be allowed as asked 
Fin our original budget request, so that we be enabled to make some provision 
or afflicted children of the state, provide for our amusement hall and install a 
lew and up-to-date kitchen and dining room,

f again urge upon you the necessity of giving the Attorney General such addi- 
jional legislation as your good judgment dictates for the better enforcement of 
lithe laws dealing with the illicit traffic in intoxicating liquors. 


TAX COMMISSION. 

_ Facing the most serious situation in the matter of the equitable distribution 
of the burden of taxation and with a knowledge on our part of the unequal and 
‘imequitable assessment of the twenty-five millions of dollars that are levied in 
| taxes for the support of state, county, city and school district governments, and 
‘in view of the further fact that this Legislature in enacting the new revenue 
easures for the collection of the oil, metal, coal, gasoline and express company 
ense taxes, has provided no adequate machinery for their collection, without 
thich the collection of these taxes will result in the loss of great revenue to the 
ate, I again urge upon your sober second consideration the necessity for giv- 
» the State Board of Equalization, upon whom is placed the burden of seeing 
at these taxes are collected, some kind of machinery for carrying on the added 

k and responsibility. 

Under the provisions of the new law relative to the coal mining license tax, 
s whole matter is turned over to the State Board of Equalization. The same 


ovision applies to the cement tax, the oil license tax, the gasoline tax, and the 
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metal mines tax. Surely the Legislature should not adjourn without giving th 
State Board of Equalization the machinery with which to function. 

During the regular session I called your attention to the fact that under th 
present system of levying taxes by 54 different assessors in this state last yeai 
in one small item of furniture, musical instruments, jewelry, plate and preciou 
stones, under the loose and wholly inefficient method now in vogue, the 5] as 
sessors last year levied 51 widely varying per capita percentages, ranging all th 
way from $84.54 per capita in Park county to $13.30 in Silver Bow county, 

In other words, if the entire assessment of this one small item of propert, 
had been based on the Park county measure of value there would have beey 
found last year in Montana for taxation purposes $46,293,000 worth of that kin 
of property. If the assessment had been based on the Silver Bow method o} 
assessment there would have been only $7,282,000 of that kind of property, 

Under our present lack of systematic assessment, occasioned almost entirel) 
by our failure to provide a tax commission acting under the direction of thi 
State Board of Equalization, the citizens of Park county on this class of prop. 
erty paid an average per capita tax nearly seven times as great as did the citi! 
zens of Silver Bow county. | 

The House passed a tax commission bill, but when it came up for action ir 
the Senate it was met by probably the most powerful opposition lobby eve!

Another story that has been given industrious circulation among the bankers 
is that, under mysterious inquisitional powers, private bank accounts would bd — 
examined into,. Nothing could be farther from the truth. No such powers wer 
ever contemplated by any tax commission in any of the 32 states that now have 
such commissions. 
I wanted a tax commission in order to bring peace to the state. For years 
we have lived in an atmosphere of suspicion and distrust. It has been charged 
and believed by many people that certain great interests have not carried their 
part of the burden of taxation. Juts as vehemently have these same interests

insisted that they have borne more than their just quota. 


A legislative body cannot settle these involved tax schedules, for the simp! 
reason that we do not have the assembled facts on which to base intelligent de+ 
cision. 

IT know that some of the great corporate interests of the state—not all of 
them—seem to fear a tax commission. As a matter of fact, I personally hoped |

tion of a tax commission “until hell freezes over”—both using the same identical] 
phrase just quoted. It has been my experience, as a student of history, that the 
far better plan is to settle all great questions in a spirit of investigation and| 
judicial determination, rather than to approach them in that spirit of opposition’ 


} 
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“intil hell freezes over.” As I recall it, the old Bourbon dynasty of France op- 
posed all attempts of the French people to redress their wrongs in the matter of 
just taxation in the same identical spirit as is now evidenced by these two 
jewspapers in question, with the result that Louis XVI lost his head and his 
rown. The same spirit animated George III in his dealings with the American 
onies, over the same question of taxation, and with ‘similar disastrous conse- 
quences to himself. 

I have faith to believe that this special session, unimpeded by the mass of 
agislation that has so fully consumed your time, a approach this question in 
a spirit of reai investigation, and looking to a sane solution of this vexed question. 
I have no mental reservation but that the overwhelming majority of the 
egisiature wants to work out these questions in a spirit of fairness and looking 
for the truth in the matters involved. I believe that after the three days 
rest and recuperation all of us will approach the task in that spirit of public 
service to the state and without regard to any special interest involved. 

There are other matters that might well be brought to your attention, but 
will not at this time burden you with any additional measures which it becomes 
y duty under the provisions of the constitution to suggest. 

In calling this short special session, I again repeat, I have done so only in 
hope that we might, as co-ordinate branches of the same government, and 
emdowed with the same constitutional responsibilities, work together for the ae- 
complishment of the general welfare of the people of Montana. 

Certainly the question of partisanship is not involved. Surely no person 
be so unmindful of the higher duties invelved as to allow personalities to 
becloud his judgment or ulterior purpose to influence his action. 

In all our deliberations in the next few days, let us again recall the ad-

> Senate Substitute for House Bill 278 imposed a license tax on retail dealers 
on coal, cement and cement by-products, for the mining or manufacturing of 
which no license tax has been paid by any mine operator or manufacturer under 
any law of this State. The rate contained in this bill, so far as it relates to 
dealers in cement, is exactly the same as that contained in House Bill No. 114, 
and the bill is, therefore subject to the same objections. House Bill 112 pro- 
vides for a license tax on those engaged in mining coal in this State, while 
‘a law to take the place of House Bill No. 114 will apply only to those engaged 
“in manufacturing cement and its by-products in this State. In order that there 
may be no discrimination against these two Montana industries, I suggest that 
| you enact a law imposing a license tax on those engaged in selling coal at re- 
tail, when no mine operator in this State has paid any license tax for mining 
_ the same, and that you also enact a law imposing a license tax on persons en- 
aged in the business of selling cement and cement by-products a* retail, when 
no license tax for manufacturing the same has been paid by any person in this 
State, the rates in such laws to be the same as imposed on those engaged in 
coal mining and in manufacturing cement in this State. 

The law requiring corporations to pay a license tax for doing business in this 
state as corporations, Chapter 79, Session Laws 1917, contains in its provisions a 
great many uncertainties and ambiguities, some of its provisions being unintelli- 
gible. It also places the administration of the law in the State Treasurer. The 
_ State Treasurer is a collecting officer and should not be burdened with the levy- 
ing and assessment of license taxes. I therefore suggest and recommend that 
“seh law be amended so that its’ provisions will be made definite and certain 

and the administration thereof placed in the State Board of Equalization. 

. To carry out the recommendations contained in my Message to the regular 
session of the Legislative Assembly, required the preparing and drafting of a 
large number of bills. For this purpose I employed Mr. Frank Woody, who pre- 
pared and drafted these bills—some twenty in number. He appeared before 
several Legislative Committees to which such bills were referred and aided 
and assisted such Committees throughout the entire Session. I believe that his 
services were of very great value to the Legislative Assembly and its Commit- 
tees and I feel that he is entitled to receive some adequate compensation there- 
for.

Honorable Joseph M. Dixon, Helena, Montana. 
Dear Governor: | 
The State School at Boulder has now approximately 225 students and | 
corps of about 50 supervisors, laborers and so on. The attendance will doubtle 
increase as time goes on, the institution now having over 500 on the waiting lis 
The ‘State houses and cares for all the students and the great majority 
the teachers. 
We have attempted up to the present moment to produce our own me 


| 
to do so and must have additional land. ! 

The State now owns and operates as a part of this institution a river-bo} 
tom ranch, cut up hither and thither by the Boulder river into little parks a 
patches of brush and waste land, the soil of which is to a greater or less e 
tent impregnated with copper tailings from the Basin Reduction Works, thy 
rendering it to a large extent worthless as a productive property. Only nati 
erasses crood for pasture and some wild hay in the most favored spots, grow 
this land. It is almost wholly worthless as a place on which to raise alfalf| 
vegetables and silo filling. 

The State now owns about 100 head Holstein cattle, 22 head of horses, 
hogs, and all necessary poultry-—all these for the use of the institution. T 
is quite sufficient at present, but must be increased as the institution gro 
Nevertheless, even now we have to purchase about 80 per cent of our sto 
feed and about 50 per cent of our table vegetables. - | 
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_ On this ranch the State maintains at present 23 Colony boys and about 12 
ys in the F. M. School, that will, in the near future, be transferred to the 
meh, All are matured men and nearly all able bodied. These men, for their 
vn benefit, must be employed and taught the art of farming, gardening, etc., 
id with a suitable ranch will not only be self--sustaining, bux will sustain the 
hole institution by furnishing to it milk, cream, butter, vegetables, fruits. 
ef, pork, ete. : 
The institution has sufficient machinery, tools, implements, ete., to employ 
lits boys and work additional lands, also ample horse barns, poultry and how 
ses, machine sheds, granaries, root houses, etc., to carry on additional farm- 
y and preserve all necessary produce. 
A year and a half ago the management secured options on two contiguous 
acts of land lying just across the road from the aforesaid ranch, consideration 
$20,000.00. These tracts of land, surveys and blueprints of which are now in 
e office of the Board of Examiners, comprises about 800 acres in all, of which 
about 450 acres is arable land under the ditch. 
Appurtenant to one of these tracts of land is an old decreed water right 
/ with canal sufficient for all purposes. This canal is so situated that its waters 
are available for use on both these tracts of land. 
The motive for buying both tracts of land is that the water right is ap- 
purtenant to the one which would be the least valuable for farming purposes. 
| ‘The Legislature has allowed $10,000 in the General Appropriation Bill for 
additional lands. We must have $20.000.00 in all, to be in position to exercise 
option aforesaid, as one of these tracts of land is useless without the other. 
We therefore pray you to prevail upon the Legislature to make a further and 
Iditional appropriation of $10,000.

The attention of the Legislative Assembly, now in Extraordinary Session, 
respectfully called to the following subjects for appropriate consideration and 
tion in addition to those heretofore mentioned in my previous communica- 
ms. . 
The Act of Congress, approved February 25, 1920, provides that 3714 per 
it. of the royalty from oil leases for the Federal Government shall be paid 
the Secretary of the Treasury to the State, within the boundaries of which 
> leased lands are located. 
It further provides that such moneys shall be used by the State for the 
struction and maintenance of public roads and the support of, public schools 
other educational institutions, as the Legislature of the State may direct. 
By the provisions of House Bill No. 1438, which was passed at the regular 
sion of this Legislature, it was provided that one-third of these royalties 
Id be paid to the county from which the production is derived, one-third 
be deposited to the general school fund and one-third to the credit of the 
eral highway fund of the State. 
This bill I have been compelled to return to the Secretary of State without 
approval for the following reasons: 
Under the constitutional provision regarding the taxation of mines, which 
udes oil production, the net proceeds tax already goes to the county in which 
oil is produced. The county in which the oil wells are situated also received 
advalorem tax upon the physical property. It is my very earnest conviction 

t the counties where the oil wells may be situated, having already received 
net proceeds tax and the advalorem tax, should not in addition thereto be 
tted one-third of the royalty from the Federal Government. This should go 
he State as a whole. 

Having been compelled for these reasons to veto House Bill No. 143, it 
be necessary for you to make further provision for. the distribution of 
| money, which will become payable on July first of the present year, 
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It has been suggested to” me that provision should also be made instruet-) 
ing the Code Commissioner ‘to include the Special Session Laws in the Revised 
Codes for 1921, in order to avoid a special volume for the Special Session Laws, 

I also call your attention to the desirability of making a small additional 
appropriation of $10,000 for the purchase of land for the State School at 
Boulder, and for your information | herewith transmit copy of the letter for- 
warded to me by the President of that institution and the members of the 
local board of Control, which will explain the immediate necessity for taking 
action in the matter. | 

I have received, under date of March 8, an official communication from the 
District Engineer of the United States Bureau of Public Roads for District No 
11, calling my attention to the fact that the Montana Legislature has neve1 
vet enacted the necessary law accepting the provision of the Federal Road Act} 
extending Federal aid to the different States, and that unless this Special Ses- 
sion shall take positive action, in the matter a very serious question may aris¢ 
whether or not Montana will be entitled to receive its proportionate parts of thé 
Federal appropriation for the construction of roads. The latter received by m¢ 
from the United States District Engineer is as follows:

“With reference to Senate Bill No. 141, copy of which was enclosed witl, 
your letter, it is noted that Section 9 contains a sentence which reads in part 
as follows: : 


“ ‘The State Highway Commission is peraned authorized to,for and on behali 
of the State of Montana, when in its judgment it is to the best interest of the 
State, assent to the provisions of any act of the Congress of the United States) } 
relative to the aid or the construction of any roads-or highways m the State o: 
~ Montana.’ 


“While the language quoted above is very similar to that used in the original 
act of assent passed by the Montana Legislature in 1917, yet it is not in stfic| 
accordance with the Federal Aid Road Act which requires that the Legislatur. 
shall itself assent to the provisions of the act. The Federal Aid Act does no 
provide for assent on the part of the Legislature through the agency of any Stat: 
official except that the assent “of the “Governor was made sufficient until th’ 
adjournment of the first regular session of the Legislature after the passage o| 
the Federal Aid Act: Since the bill is renewing the assent to the Federal Ail 
Act, it is suggested that the wording be changed so that the Legislature wil 
itself assent instead of vesting authority in the State Highway Commission t 
assent. The language quoted above is particularly objectionable in that i : 
leaves the question of assent to the judgment of the State Highway Commissio, 
and does not direct that the State Highway Commission shall “assent. The Hed 
eral Aid Road Act contemplated that the State Legislature alone should ex 
ercise the judgment as to whether or not the necessary assent required of th | 
State should be given. lf

"he Speaker, House of Representatives, Helena, Montana. 


At the beginning of the regular session, and also on the convening of the 
present session, I called to your attention the importance of providing a _ better 
system of law enforcement for the suppression of illegal trafic in intoxicating 
liquors. {fhe more the matter has been discussed, during both the regular and — 
special sessions, the more firmly has the belief been fixed in my own mind than 
if we are to accomplish real results in the matter of the enforcement of the 
present admitted violations of the liquor laws in this State, we will have to 
make the state laws concurrent with that part of the Federal Code known as 
the Volstead Act. 

In my own judgment, there has been a lot of wasted energy on the part 
of the law enforcement officers on account of the divergence between the fed-— 
eral and the state liquor laws. 


It is also my belief that the sooner the federal and state statutes are 
brought into concurrent action, the quicker will we arrive-at positive results” 
looking to real law enforcement in Montana. 


After consultation with many good citizens, including judges, prosecuting 
attorneys and peace officers, I am satisfied that in making the Montana en- 
forcement law concurrent with the Federal Volstead Act, we will have taken 
tbe one practical course open to us for the suppression of “bootlegging”? in Mon- 
tana. I urge upon you the importance of taking immediate action in this most 
important manner. 


In this same connection, it seems to me that another forward step could 
be taken in the matter of law enforcement if this Legislature would at the 
same time repeal an Act of the Fourteenth Legislative Assembly, permitting 
public dance halls to be kept open; on Sunday. ' 


IT also again call to your attention the importance of detaching a sufficient 
number of counties from the Second Congressional District and attaching the 
same to the First Congressional District, in order to adjust the great dis- 
crepancy in voting power and territorial extent between the two congressional 
districts as now constituted. | 
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At the recent election, there were cast ‘for congressmen in the first’ district 
417 votes, and in the second district 105,680 votes. There can be no in- 
ase in Montana's quota in the House of Representatives at Washington until 
ter the census of 1950. Surely this heavily unbalanced porportion in the 
pulation of the first and second congressional districts should be remedied 
this time.

He has investigated the appropriation 
vills providing for the conduct of the Law Library during the next thirty 
onths and also has investigated the average returns derived from attorneys 
icense fees and the fees for examining attorneys for admission to the Bar. 


“His letter will show that the amount of money which will reach the Law

The ) 
lack of an appropriation will render the Act entirely imoperative because the | 
Commissioners cannot be required to defray their own expenses.

following situation: 


“Chapter 21 was defined in the title as an Act ‘amending Section 10 of tne ) 
Revised Codes of Montana of 1907, relating to legal holidays, and repealing | 
Sections 6217, 6218, 8065 and 8066 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 1907 and 
all Acts and ries of Acts in conflict therewith.’ 


“The bill, as I originally drew it, contained a repealing clause in accordance | 
with the title. It also contained a section providing when the Act should take 
effect. The Senate, in pursuance of its universal custom of striking out all | 
these clauses defining the effective date of acts, attempted to amend the bill by 
striking out the last mentioned section. However, through inadvertence, they 
struck out the repealing clause instead, with the result that Sections 6217, 6218, | 
8065 and 8066 are still in force and effect, f 


“The matter is not one of great importance, as the above sections define’ 
legal holidays and business days. However, it would be very desirable to have 
these sections eliminated from the new code in accordance with the original plan 
of the bill. 


“In case it is your intention to address any further message to the assembly 
relative to legislation, I respectfully submit the accompanying bill, and suggest 
the propriety of authorizing the Legislature to repeal such sections of the Re- 
vised Codes of 1907 relating to legal holidays and business days as are in con- 
flict with Chapter 21 of the Acts of the Seventeenth Legislative Assembly.

_ I have examined the appropriation bills passed by the Seventeenth Regular 
Session for the support of the Law Library, and also to pay the expenses of the 
Attorneys’ Examining Board covering the period from March 1, 1921, to June 30, 
1923. 
All the appropriations made for the maintenance of the Law Library are 
| made payable out of the Law Library Fund Account. These appropriations em- 
brace the salaries of the Law Librarian and his Assistant. They total for the 
period named $20,598.00. 
| There is at present in the Law Library Fund the sum of $6,433.34. For the 
| past three years the sum which has been turned over from the Attorneys’ Li- 
) cense Fund to the Law Library Fund has averaged $3,342.10 per annum. As 
there will be three annual settlements between these funds during the period 
covered by the appropriation bills, there should be deposited, provided the aver- 
| age net amount paid into the fund per annum equals the experience of the past, 
‘the sum of $10,026.31. This would produce for the period covered a total sum 
) of $16,459.65 which will not equal the amount appropriated for conducting the 
daw Library during said period; but as I find from the bills appropriating money 
' dor the Attorneys’ “Examining Board the sum of $3,300.00 per annum is to be de- 
‘ducted for that purpose from the Attorneys’ License Fund, the sum to be re- 
_ ceived by the Law Library Fuad during the coming thirty months will be ap- 
_ proximately $4,000.00 less. ‘This is arrived at in the following manner. Dur- 
ing the last two years the average amount collected in the Attorneys’ License 
_ Fund has averaged $5,457.50 per annum. That would leave $2,157.50 per annum 
coming to the Library Fund, or during the thirty months a total amount would 
be $5,034.13. As there is also an average return of $450.00 from the Supreme 
» Court Clerk’s Fees turned into the Library Fund, during said thirty months, 
there would be turned in from this source $1,050. This would make the total 
amount available for supporting the Library during the thirty months $12,517.47. 
That means there will be deficit of $8,080.53 during the period covered by the 
appropriations for the library support. 
if I do not know who informed the Legislative Appropriation Committee that 
“dhe Library could be supported out of that fund, a it is patent that whoever 
| did was not advised, 
I wish also to call your attention to Section 17 of Chapter 90 of the Laws 
of the Fifteenth Legislative Assembly providing for what purpose the Law 
Library Fund may be used. As that Law is still upon the statute books, it 
remains of full force and effect. By its provisions none of the money in the 
Library Fund Account can be used for the payment of salaries as I am advised. 
I have not included in the above calculations the appropriation made for 
the Attorneys’ Examining Board for the period from March 1, to July 30, of 
| the present year, which, 1 presume, would be a third of the amount they have 
appropriated annually, which would be $1,100.00, increasing the deficiency in that 


I wish also to add that the library has not spent in the purchase of book's 
during any one year for a period of ten years less than $3,500.00. The Legisla- 
tive appr opriations for the above named period are based on the expenditure of 
$3,000.00 annually for that purpose. 


I also find that it will be necessary to cut out all insurance upon the Li- 
brary or conduct it during the next four month upon a sum of $36.68 for all 
expenses including $26.25 telephone account; in other words, by spending only 
_ $10.43 for office “supplies of all kinds, binding, expressage, postage, and con-

We, your Special Investigating Committee to investigate the affairs of the 
Highway Commission, hereby submit our final report and also submit. the report 
of the expert accountant, his findings and recommendations; we also herewith 
transmit the full and detailed data sheets of our accountant showing the various 
highway projects contracted for by the Highway Commission; also projects 
ander way and in process of performance, and others contracted for, These data 
sheets will be valuable to the new Highway Commission to be appointed by the 
povernor May 1, 1921, and therefore, recommend that they be placed in the arch- 
ves of the Assembly for the benefit of the new Commissioner.

To the Hon. Joint Committee of the 17th Legislative Assembly on State Highs 
way Commission. 


In accordance with your request I have made a partial audit of the books of | 
the Montana State Highway Commission and beg leave to submit the result of 
my examination. In the short time at my disposal I have been able only to 
touch the main points of an audit, but the figures I append are correct as shown | 
by the books. 


The statements I make under the different heads are correct, as to facts 
stated and can be fully verified. A cofplete audit and revision of the account- 
ing system is needed and would probably require two or three months of work. | 
The published report of the Commission reached me only on the 24th. The items 
I was able to check I found to be correct. 


ACCOUNTING SYSTEM. 


The accounting department is equipped with a system of cost books and | 
voucher records that fully itemize expenditures and that are sufficient. for their | 
purpose. The check of the Voucher Book is through the office of the State Board | 
of Examiners and the State Auditor’s office and is therefore complete. From | 
the detail books accounts are carried in totals to a General Ledger. | 

My criticism is that the General Ledger is not kept so as to show the stam 
ing of particular accounts. Project accounts only show in “Control” accounts im- | 
to which are posted, in a lump sum, the aggregate of all moneys paid out on — 
estimates. The Chief Engineer has ‘asked for aid from the State Accountant, | 
who has not been able to give it his time up to this date, to correct this part of 
the system, and is anxious that it be done. 

No audit of the books can be complete until these “Control” accounts are 
segregated into and under proper headings. 


STATUS OF PROJECTS. 4 
I have compiled statements of the financial standing of all projects under 
construction from the accounts up to November 30th, 1920. Said statements | 










are appended hereto and made a part of this report, » || 
OVER-RUNS. | 

It will be noted that many projects show over-runs, I. e., charges exceeding | 
the estimates as adopted. - 


Under the rules and regulations these over-runs are a charge against i ' 
County until final settlement. | 


Where the changes are necessary the Highway Commission applies for " 
modified estimate ae where this is granted, the U. S. Government will stand its 
share of such over-run. , 

Further: in the final estimates any under-runs will be credited against over: | 
runs. These under-runs are not figured as a rule, until final estimate. 


TEN PER CENT ALLOWANCE. » | 


Estimate quantities and prices on a project are submitted to the Bureau of | 
Public Roads and, when passed by them, an allowance of 10 per cent is added to 
the estimate to cover construction engineering and contingencies. This item has | 
been the cause of much contention. The Highway Commission cannot exceed. 
this allowance, and when it is not used, must account for the excess. I find that 
in the payment of estimates under contract, the amount paid is $1,947 48a 
The cost of construction engineehing is $111, 889. 20, or 5.73 per cent. 


On estimates paid to Counties “Force Acct.,” $1,001,883.60. 
The cost of construction engineering, $59,661.69, or 5,95 per cent. 


Contingencies, as interpreted by the Federal Agents, can be taken out of this | 
allowance, 
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HIGHWAY COMMISSION REVENUES. 
_ A complete statement of receipts and expenditures on above account cannot 
be made without a thorough audit of the accounts from the beginning of opera- 
tions in 1913. 

Pre-construction charges for engineering have been charged to Highway ae- 
sounts and the necessity of accurate accounting of this important fund has been 
disregarded by former accountants in charge of the office. My audit discloses 
the fact that all moneys received by the Commission, for disbursement in its 
operations, can be fully accounted for. 

Pre-construction engineering, office fixtures, state owned equipment, Deer 
Lodge shop, freight, repairs, handling account on auto trucks and wagons, freight 
on explosives and supplies, and the regular expense of the general and district 
offices, will show the expenditures and account for all funds received... An Accu- 
trate statement of these expenditures is impossible in the time allowed me. 

_ The books show cost of physical assets acquired by and owned by the Com- 
mission amounting to $440,274.43. 

\ _ A correct adjustment of the books of the commission would demand a com- 
| plete inventory of the property of the Commission, which has been taken up to 
December 15, 1920, and which can be worked up to furnish the desired data. 


: AUTO LICENSE FEES. 

Instead of keeping the account for this source of revenue in a manner to 
show both receipts and expenditures, it is kept to show receipts in one account, 
expenditures being charged in other accounts. 

My audit would indicate that a balance of $27,121.99 is held by the commis- 
sion that really belongs to other beneficiaries. Whether this is correct or erron- 
-eous can only be proved by an audit that must take in the account from the be- 
'_ ginning.

ACCOUNTING ON CONTRACTS. 


The original plan of operations contemplated that, before work could. be 
started on a project, the County must pay to the Commission its full half of the 
estimated cost, including 5 per cent to cover cost of construction engineering and 
contingencies. 

Under existing financial conditions the Comission thought best to disregard 
this stringent method of financing projects, and the result has-been that they 
have been forced to carry most of the projects as the project statements will 
disclose. This has had the inevitable result of burdening the Commission with 
financial cares that were never contemplated. 


REVENUES FROM U. 8S, GOVERNMENT, — x 
: No moneys ean be collected from the Federal Aid Bureau until estimates 
have been furnished of work done and expenses incurred. 

These claims are passed through the necessary channels with reasonable 
promptness, but more or less delay must occur in the progress of the claims 
hrough Missoula to Washington, D. C. and return. When money is received 
the records show that it has been passed on to the proper parties as quickly as

All such payments pass through the hands of the State Board of Examiners. 
. CONCLUSIONS. 


My audit convinces me that all expenditures in full detail are entered on 
the books of the Commission. 

Therefore the book of final entry, a general ledger, can be constructed to 
show the standing of each and every account, its source of revenue and its dis- 
bursements, the financial standing of each project, the accounts receivable and 
the accounts payable, the cash resources and the physical assets.

CONSIDERATION OF MESSAGES FROM GOVERNOR AND SENATE. 
March 18, 1921. 
Ir. Speaker, House of Representatives, Helena, Montana. 


It is with reluctance that I am forced to call to your attention, in the hope 
that the matter may be remedied before adjournment, the provisions of Senate 

Mill No. 108, “An Act requiring a petition of 20 per cent of the Qualified Hlectors 
tho are Taxpayers to authorize the voting upon the issuance of any School, 
Town, City, or County Bonds, and providing who are entitled to Vote Thereon.” 


My own attention has been called to the matter by one of the recognizea 
thorities on bond issues in a communication, a part of which is as follows: 


“Some of our attorneys who have passed on a great number of Montana 
ounty bends call attention to a possible conflict between this bill and Article 
III, Section 5 of the State Constitution which forbids the creation of a county 
bt to exceed $10.000 for a single purpose ‘without approval of the majority of 
he electors thereot.’ This constitutional provision requires that a majority of 

e electors of the county must approve county bond issues. Electors, as gen- 
lly used, means those possessing the qualifications necessary to vote at general 
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“A very serious question arises as to whether, for the purpose of county 
bond elections, to ‘only qualified registered electors who are taxpayers upon 
property therein and whose names appear on the assessment roles for the year 
next preceding such election’. This is a limited class and a very serious question’ 
arises as to whether this limited class constitutes ‘electors’ of the county as referred| 
to in Article XIII of Section 5 of the Constitution. 


“Very great embarrassment to the State might result from leaving this law) 
in the present shape. It will at least be necessary to carry a test case to the Su- 
preme Court and there determine whether or not Section 2 is valid as applied to 
counties. Tor that reason would it not be better for the present Legislature to 
amend Section 2, Chapter 103, by striking out the word county and placing the 
word ‘or’ before city? This would have the result of leaving the requirement 
for a petition in the case of all the municipalities, as we know of no constitu- 
tional objection to that and it would limit school district, town and city elections 
to ‘tax-paying electors’. But it would leave the rule on county bond elections as| 
it is now.” 

Should the foregoing suggested error in the Act in question be found, upon 
review by the Supreme Court, to be well founded, the inevitable result will be 
that no county in Montana can legally issue bonds to meet any possible emergency, 
until the error could be correctel at the meeting of the Legislature in 1923. .

I am satisfied that real estate, including farms, residences’ and other town 
and city real estate, is carrying far in excess of its proportionate share of the 
burden of government as measured by its earning capacity.

question to be voted upon at the coming general election. > | 

There is another matter that confronts us in a most serious way. I refer t) 
the matter of obtaining rad money with which to carry on the State governmen 
during the coming biennium. | 

The burden of carrying State warrants should not be put upon the pankin, 
credit of the State at this time, all of these resources should be devoted to financ 
ing the farming, and stock interests and the mercantile business of the State. — 
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I believe it to be possible to at this time provide for the issuance of short- 
erm State certificates, with the revenues of the State pledged to their redemption, 
o that we may immediately be relieved from the present embarrassment that con- 
ronts the State Treasury. 

Under this arrangement, I believe great good can be accomplished, and I 
irge immediate action in the matter, so that the work of this special session can 
e brought to a quick conclusion,

To propose by Initiative Petition a law requiring the labeling of all cloth, 
fabric, garments or articles of apparel sold or offered for sale in this state which 
contain wool, or purport to contain wool; to provide penalties for the violation 
of this law and to repeal all acts and parts of acts in conflict therewith. 

Be it enacted by the people of Montana. 

Section 1. Every person, firm or corporation selling or offering for sale 
iu this state any cloth, fabric, garment or article of apparel, containing wool, 
as herein defined, or purporting to contain wool shall place, or cause to be 
placed, thereon a conspicuous label in one of the three following forms: 

1. <All virgin wool. 

Not less than—————per cent virgin wool. 
No virgin wool. 


é 
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Virgin wool, as herein defined, is wool which previous to its use in the 
labeled article never has formed any part of any cloth, fabric, garment or 
article of apparel. In the event that any article is labeled in such form indicating 
as No. “2” above, the blank in such form shall be filled in with the true per- 
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centage of virgin wool as nearly as can be ascertained. Provided, however. that 
in labeling any garment or article of apparel which contains lining, facing or 
rimming, the label shall not be taken to refer and shall not refer to the lining 
; facing or trimming or the percentage or percentages of wool contained therein. 
+ Section 2. Any cloth, fabric, garment or article of apparel in the hands 
of any person, firm or corporation in the State of Montana at the date this act 
takes effect, may be labeled with the words ‘‘on hand prior to act” in lieu of 
the label required and provided for in section 1 of this act. 

Section 38. <Any firm, person or corporation who shall violate any part of 
this act or who shall be label state that the labeled article contains a ‘greater 
percentage of virgin wool than it does contain shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
end upon conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less than twentvy- 
ive dollars ($25.00) nor more than three hundred dollars ($300.00). 
Section 4. This act shall take effect and be in foree one hundred and 
‘twenty days from and after its passage and approval. 

Section 5. <All acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby re- 
pealed.

S. B. No. 11, by Greenup, a Bill for an Act entitled: “An Act for the sub- 
mission to the Qualified Electors of the State of Montana of an amendment to 
Section Fifteen of Article Twelve of the Constitution of the State of Montana, as 
amended; creating County Boards of Equalization, and a State Board of Hqual- 
ization, and defining and prescribing their powers and duties.” 

Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 

Section 1. That Section Fifteen of Article Twelve of the Constitution of 
the State of Montana, as amended. be amended as hereinafter provided, and that 
the question of said amendment be submitted to the qualified electors of the State 
of Montana at the next General Election. ati 
. Section 2. That Section Fifteen of Article XII of the Constitution, as 
amended, be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 15. The Board of County Commissioners of each county shal! con- 
stitute the County Board of Equalization. The duties of such Board shall be to 
adjust and equalize the valuation of taxable property within their respective coun- 
ties, and all such adjustments and equalizations may be supervised, reviewed, 
changed, increased or decreased by the State Board of Equalization. The State 
Board of Equalization shall be composed of three members who shall be appointed 
by the Governor, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate. A majority 
of the members of the State Board of Equalization shall constitute a quorum. 
The term of office of one of the members first appointed shall end on March 1st, 
1925. of another first appointed on March Ist, 1927. and of the third first ap- 
inted on March 1st. 1929. Each sueceeding member shall hold his office for the 
erm of six vears. and until his successor shall have been appointed and qualified. 
In case of a vacancy the person appointed to fill such vacancy shall hold office for 
e unexpired term in which the vacancy occurs. The qualifications and salaries 
f the members of the State Board of Equalization shall be as provided by law, 
srovided. however, that such members shall be so selected that the Board will not 
e composed of more than two persons who are affiliated with the same Pee 
rtv or organization: provided. further, that each member shall devote his 
ntire time to the duties of the office and shall not hold any position of trust or 
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profit, or engage in any occupation or business interfering or inconsistent with 
his duties as a member of such Board, or serve on or under any committee of any 
political party or organization, or fake part, either directly or indirectly, in any © 
political campaign in the interest of any political party or organization or candi- ; 
date for office. The State Board of Equalization shall adjust and equalize the 
valuation of taxable property among the several counties, and the different classes — 
of taxable property in any county and in the several counties and between in- 
dividual taxpayers; supervise and review the acts of the County Assessors and 
County Boards of Equalization; change, increase or decrease valuations made by 
County Assessors or equalized by County Boards of Equalization; and exercise — 
such authority: and do all things necessary to secure a fair, just and equitable 
valuation of all taxable property among counties, between the different classes 
of property, and between individual taxpayers. Said State Board of Equalization 
shall also have such other powers, and perform such other duties relating to tax- 
ation as may be prescribed by law.” 

Section 3. Separate official ballots shall be provided at the general election 
to be held in November, 1922, which shall have printed thereon all of Section 15 
of Article XII of the Constitution of the State of Montana, as amended by this Act, 
and below the same shall be printed the words:

Hach elector shall designate his preference by marking an X in the square 
before the proposition for which such elector desires to vote. 

Section 4. The votes cast For and Against the amendment above proposed — 
shall be canvassed, determined and declared as provided by the General Election 
laws of the State of Montana. 

‘Section 5. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 

Section 6. This Act shall take effect and be in full foree from and ofan 
its approval. 4

The Chairman of the Industrial Accident Board has this day called my 
attention to the fact that the appropriation made for carrying on the work of the 
Industrial Accident Board for the ensuing two years has been made from “the 
Industrial Accident Fund’, which is a trust fund that canuot be diminished. 
I apprehend that the wording in question was used inadvertently and by mistake. 
Under the circumstances, a very serious situation confronts the administration 
of the entire Workmen’s Compensation Act, which might leave it inoperative 
during the coming two years. I herewith transmit letter fom Mr. Spriggs, 
Chairman of the Industrial Accident Board, which is self explanatory. 

I call this to your attention for such action as you may deem proper.

Dear Governor: 

Referring to House Bill No. 270, introduced by the Committee on Appro- 
priations, with special reference to the clause covering the appropriation for the 
Industrial Accident Board for the year commencing July 1st, 1921, and ending. 
June 30th, 1922, we find the following: ‘For the payment of salaries and other 
expenses of the Industrial Accident Board to be paid from the Industrial Aeei- 
dent Fund. Thirty Thousand Dollars......20...2._... $30,000". The provisions “from 
the Industrial Accident Fund’ is an error, likely of clerical origin, as this ig a 
trust fund and the word “Accident” should be substituted by the word ‘‘Admin- 
istrative” to ‘tthe end that the paragraph mentioned may read as follows: “For 
the payment of salaries and other expenses of the Industrial Accident Board to be 
paid from the Industrial Administrative Fund. Thirty Thousand Dollars_......22 
$30,000". It may be possible for the State Board of Exanmiers to interpeee this 
according to its intent as the ‘Industrial Administrative Fund” and if so no 
¢hange in the measure will be necessary. The bill as originally introduced as 
well as the printed copies thereof show this to read “Industrial Administrative 
Fund”. thereby indicating clearly that the mistake has occurred in the engross- 
ing, or enrolling of the bill: The error has occurred in using the word “Accident” 
instead of the word “Administrative”. If the Board of Examiners can not inter- 
pret this to mean -‘‘Administrative Fund” instead of ‘“‘Accident Fund” then a 
correction is necessary, providing the Industrial Accident Board is to function 
during the fiscal year, July 1st. 1921, to June 30th, 1922.

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Proceeds thereof, and Repealing, subject to certain reservations, Sections 7724 to 
7751, both inclusive, of the Revised Codes of 1907’, beg leave to report that 
the Senate has refused to appoint a Conference Committee or vo recede from its 
amendments to said bill. There are many amendments made to said bill by the 
Senate; all but four of these amendments are neither vital nov material to said 
bill but affect in some instances the policy of administration and in other in- 
stances mere verbal changes suiting the fancy of the reader of the bill. There are, 
however, four Senate amendments that are material and change the purpose of 
the bill and are as follows: 


1. Amendment made to. subdivision 3 of Section 1 by which there was 
inserted, after the word “property” in the first line of such subdivision the 
words “within this ‘State and such transfer is’’. 


Subdivision 1 of Sec. 1 refers to property of a resident passing by will or 
through administration of an estate by the courts: subdivision 2 of such section 
refers to property of a non-resident within this State which passes by will or 
through administration of the estate by the courts of this State. Subdivision 3, 
to which this amendment is made, refers to property of both residents and non- 
residents, which, if passing by will or by administration of an estate by our 
courts, would be required to pay a tax, but which is deeded or given away during 
the life of the decedent for the very purpose of preventing the same passing by 
will or through administration proceedings. With this amendment the result 
may often be that a resident may convey his property in contemplation of death 
and will not be required to pay any tax, while if he did not convey it but passed 
it by will or by intestate laws he would be required to pay. WHliminating this 
amendment required payment in all cases alike. 

2. The amendment made to subdivision 3 of Sec. 1 by which the words 
“an adequate” were stricken out and the word “other” inserted, and the words 

“eonstrued to” stricken out and the words “prima facie presumed to” inserted. 


Before amendment this provision was simply to the effect that a transfer 
by deed, etc., made within two years prior to death of the grantor, of a material 
part of this estate, or in the nature of a final disposition or distribution thereof 
and without an adequate valuable consideration shall be construed to have been 
made in contemplation of death. This amendment makes this provision practically 
valueless. An “adequate valuable’ consideration means a consideration in money 
or money’s worth fairly equal to the value of the property. The words “other 
valuable” consideration have an entirely different meaning. Under this amendment 
a transfer of property by deed by one fearing immediate death, for a consideration 
of $1.00, or for “love and affection” would be a transfer fur “other valuable 
Consideration” and even if made for the very purpose of defeating the payment 
of an inheritance tax would be a sufficient consideration to withdraw it from 
liability for the tax and would result in the very opposite of what this provision 
is intended to prevent. 

What is meant by the words “prima facie presumed” is unknown. There is 
no such thing as a prima facie presumption. Our Codes recognize two kinds of 
presumptions “conclusive” and “disputable” and no other. 


Several of the States have a provision similar to that placed in the bill as 
originally drawn, the provision in the bill being taken from Wisconsin, but no 
provision similar to this amendment can be found in the law of any State. The 
provisions of the laws of several of the States are as follows: 
North Dakota: similar in every respect to that of Wisconsin and that 
contained in this bill as originally drawn. 
Colorado: “without full and reasonable consideration and value within one 
year’. . 
Delaware: “within two years prior to death without full consideration in 
money or money’s worth, shall, unless shown to the contrary, be deemed to have 
been made in contemplation of deat: es 
Tennessee: “Made within two years without consideration equal in money 
or money’s worth to the full value of the property transferred shall be considered 
to have ‘heen made in contemplation of death’’. 
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Federal: ‘Within two yearg prior to his death, without a fair- consideration 
in money or money’s worth, shall, unless shown to the contrary, be deemed to 
have been made in contemplation of death within the meaning of this Act”. 

3. Amendment made to subdivision 5 of Sec. 2 by which rhe words “‘politie 
or’ were stricken out and the words “or body politic outside this State’ were 
inserted in lieu thereof. 


The trouble with this amendment is that the words isuserted have been — 


inserted in the wrong place. Instead of being inserted in lieu of the words 
stricken out, they should have been inserted immediately following the word 
‘““eorporate’’. 

4. The amendment made to Section 3 by. imserting after the figures 
($25,000.), in line 4 the words ‘‘and the pee ae, entitled thereto shall belong 
to any of the classes mentioned in subdivisions 2, 3, 4. and 5 of this Act’’. 

Sec. 2 divides persons into five classes, fixing a rate for each class on the first 
$25,000. in excess. of exemption. The first class consists of husband, wife, child, 


ete. Sec. 83 then provides for progressive rates for each class, so that as the. 


value of the property going to each class increases the rates increase, and as ‘the 
bill was drawn and passed by the House the progressive rates applied to all 
classes. By the amendment, however, class one is withdrawn from the pro- 
gressive rates so that a child or a wife, or a husband, receiving only $1,000. will 
pay at the same rate as a child, wife or a husband receiving $1,000,000:. 

The effect of this last amendment is to eliminate the progressive ‘features of 
the inheritance tax from direct inheritances.

being had, the Senate amendments be concurred in.

RHPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES. 


The following report was received from Select Committee: 

Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee appointed by the House to consider the 
statement made in the message of His Excellency, the Governor of the State of 
Montana, read to the joint assembly at the opening of the Extraordinary Session 
of the Seventeenth Legislative Assembly, wherein it was stated that he had been 
informed that a statement had ben made in the tea-room of the Northern Hotel 
in the City of Billings by someone connected with the oil lobby that: 

“In order to defeat the proposed 3 per cent rate on oil, arranged a trade 
with the opponents of the tax commission bill in the Senate, and traded five 
votes against the tax commission bill in exchange for five votes for a 1 per cent 
oil tax”’. 

And whereas, wpion witnesses being summoned before the Senate Investigation 


Committee having under consideration that portion of the Governor’s message, - 
= “ 


it further appeared from the testimony of ©. W. Fowler, sworn witness, that 
Thomas Arthur had stated in the tea-room of the Northern Hotel, City of 
Billings, that: ; 

“In order to protect ourselves from this 3 per cent oil tax, it was necessary 
for us to deliver some votes in the Senate and some in the House against the tax 
commission bill’, and that he further said that, “They asked as how many we 
could deliver, and we said five in the Senate and nine in the House against the 
tax commission measure. 

In the testimony of F. B. M. Collins, he stated that he heard Mr. Arthur 
make the statement “In order to protect ourselves it was necessary for us to 
deliver five votes in the Senate and nine in the House” and that he made the 
further statement to the effect that “we were in a position where our interests 
were in danger of being crucified, when they came to me, asking me how many 
votes I could deliver against some measure. He named the measure and I said 
we would deliver five, and I think he added the statement that we did so to pro- 
tect ourselves from being crucified at that time’’, 

It was testified by the witness, J. L. Alford, that Mr. Avthur said “I will 
tell you gentlemen how we did it’. He said, “I told them that I had five votes 
that I could deliver’, and they said, ‘“‘alright, if these five votes were not men 
that were already with them that they were ready to do business”. He said I told 
them also that I would give them the names of the five men, and if our five men 
did not come through as I said they would, they would not need to deliver the 
goods, or words to that effect. He said, if our five men did not come through 
as I said, that would end the matter, and they would not need to deliver the 
goods. I turned to Mr. Arthur and said, ‘Do you mean to tell me that you have,— 
He said further during his statement that there were nine vvtes in the House 
that they controlled. I asked him if he meant to say that he had five votes in 
the Senate and nine in the House of this Assembly in his pocket that he could 
control and deliver or get. He said, yes, by God, we have. 

Witness Alford further testified Mr. Arthur said at the time that ‘‘We have 
got Joe Dixon where we can crucify him, and by God we'll do it”. 

Mr. Walter LL. Clark testified that he remembered being present at the 
meeting, but did not remember anything being said about nine votes and said. 
“T do remember something about five votes, but I could not tell you what was said 
jn regard tto that. It was just something about five votes being short in one 
measure and five votes for this oil measure, as I understand it, and tive votes 
for the tax commission measure. but I didn’t get enough of it to know exacfiy 
what was said”. 
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-Mr, Arthur was sworn as a witness and testified, and while generally deny- 
ing that he had made this statement with reference to votes, did say that he had 
made the remark attributed to him about: crucifying the Governor, 

Roy. Covert testified in response to a question propounded to him by a 
member of the Investigation Committee, which question was as follows: 

Q. Did you hear him say anything like this: “I will tell you how we did it. 
I told them that we had five votes that we could deliver in the Senate. They 
said that if these five were not votes that they already had they were ready 
to talk business. I told them that I would give them the names, and if they 
didn’t vote as agreed that would settle the matter, and they wouldn’t need to come 
through ?”’ 

A. Well, generally speaking that remark directly or indirectly came in a 
conversation much later. We were there about an hour and a half. 

Mr. W. E. Rowley, who is the principal stockholder of the Northern Hotel, 
in which the statement was alleged to have been made, testified : 

The remarks that I refer to (having referred to some remarks of Mr, 
-Arthur) was the dealings that he had here in trying to head off this oil tax, 
and as he expressed it, that he had nine members in the House, as I remember. 
and five in the Senate which he could deliver. I don’t know that he stated 
just how he could deliver them.—any way, in the interest of heading the oil tax. 

Q. Did he say in heading off the oil tax. on the three per cent? 

A. Yes, the three per cent; and favoring the one jper cent, 

Q. Anything said about trading or exchanging votes? 

A. Well, as I remember it, the term he used was, that he had these votes 
which he eould deliver. Now, I don’t remember definitely that he said just how 
he proposed to deliver these votes to help out the oil situation, but the inference 
was, and as I ti@erstood it. that it was in connection with the proposed tax com- 
mission, although I wouldn’t state positively that he stated that. 

Your Committee believe that the fact that Mr. Arthur made the statement 
substantially as stated by the Governor in his message is amply approved from 
the evidence, notwithstanding that a vast amount of careful examination was 
indulged in for the purpose of clouding or mystifying the real issue involved. We 
believe that anyone who will read the record could come only to one conclusion 
and that is that the Governor was justified in, and should be commended for, bring- 
ing this mater to the attention of the Legislature. 

We further report that we do not find in the record taken, any evidence 
of any character tending to show that any member of this Assembly is in any 
wise culpable in connection with the charge. and specifically exonerate all members 
of the Assembly of any connection therewith.
